Mr Ladies and Gent- 
lemen: 

1 am again honored and privil- 
egeu to submit to you a report of 
tne work of your Council auring 
the year 1932, 

Vhe Council comprised Reeve 
Chamberlain and Councillors J. 
Nelson, L A Vhillips, H Groves, G 
L Peterson, Mike Brown and A J J 
Weyers. Mr Groves Was the 
Deputy Reeve of the Council for 
the first six months of the Council 
year and Mr Phillips is the present 
Deputy Reeve of the Council. It is 
with regret that we have to record 
the passing of Mr George L Peter: 
son and Mr Mike Brown both ol 
whom during the year past repre- 
sented Division No. 4 on the Coun- 
cil. Both deaths were sudden in 
that death followed a sickness of a 
lite over a week in each case, 
The sympathy of the Council and 
the community was extended to 
the bereaved relatives at the time 
of the deaths. As the death of Mr 
Brown occurred in the late fall, 
action to fill the vacancy caused 
was not taken on the advice of 
the Department of Municipal  Af- 
fairs. The otticers of the Municipal- 
ity were Secretary-Treasurer DN 
Gardiner; Auditor Jos Van Tig- 
hem; Weed Inspector Angus J 
Watson and up until May 31st Dr 
J W Giffen, Sr. Medical Officer of 
Health. Since June Ist, 1932 we 
have been without the services of 
a Medical Health Officer. 

Eleven meetings of the Council 
were held during the year under 
review and in the greater number 
of cases were fully attended. 

The secondery highway through 
the Municipality from the Carse- 
land bridge to the junction of the 
road with the main highway, Cal- 
gary-Medicine Hat, north of 
Cheadle was completed in the late 
winter of 1932 by being gravelled. 
This road cost completed $62,504.- 
93 of which the Dominion and Pro- 
vincial Governments assumed 
$48,108.69 and we have been asked 
to assume the balance, a total of 
$14,396.24 of the gross total, $62,- 
504.93, grading cost $38,367.74. and 
gravelling $24,137.19. On our 
share of $14,396.24 we have been 
able to enter into an agreement 
with the Minister of Public Works, 
Alberta, to repay it over a 10 year 
period with interest on the defer- 
red amounts at the same rate as 
that payable by the province. This 
therefore means that in the year 
1933 up to and including 1942 we 
are responsible for the payment of 
a capital charge annually of 
$1,439.62 together with interest. It 
is to be noted in passing that 
while we have contracted a Habil- 
ity of $14,396.24 for the ten year 
period that there was paid out by

way of relief work on this project 
approximately $21,000.00. Coming 
as it did in the winter of 1931- 
1932 it was a very welcome addi- 
tion to the funds circulating in the 
Municipality. There would there- 
fore be approximately $7,000 paia 
to the residents of the District in 
excess of that asked to be repaid 
to the Provincial Government. It is 
further of interest to learn = tuat 
hereafter the Municipality has not 
any obligation to maintain the 
secondary highway. We are reliev- 
ed of the care and maintenance of 
19 miles of road for all time. 


In the past year a reassessment 
o. lands was made in the Munici 
pality to comply with the  provis- 
ions of the Municipal District Act. 
this assessment was made in 1982 


tor the triennial assessment perioa 


1934-1936. Valuations placed on 
lands were approximately 20 per 
cent lower than those prevailing 


at the time of the last assess- 
ment, in the year 1929, and were 


about 10 per cent lower than the 
present valuations being used by 
the Council. Feeling that prices for 
agricultural products had declined 
at a greater percentage than that 
used in the assessment the Coun- 
cil entered appeal with the Alber- 
ta Assessment Commission to have 
the valuations set in 1932 decreas. 
ed by at least a further 25 per 
cent. It is recognised of course, 
that the influence of lower assess- 
ed values on lands on the local 
municipal and school taxes is 
practicaly negligible but when 
paying Supplementary Revenue 
taxes then a direct benefit does ac- 
crue to the ratepayer. 


This tax as you all know is col- 
lected by the Municipality and -1- 
mitted direct to the Provincial 
Government for its own use. It 
therefore follows that If the valu- 
ation of your land is decreased 
then the amount payable to the 
Provincial Government for Supple 
mentary Revenue tax is decreased, 
the rate for this tax being fixed by 
statute at two mills on the dollar 
of assessed value. A brief summary 
of the Supplementary Revenue tax 
starting in the year 1921 may _ il- 
lustrate just to what extent your 
Council has been successful in re- 
ducing taxation by virtue of lower 
assessed values; {n 1921 the total 
value of the lands in the district 
was $5,105,400 and the Supp Rev 
tax was $10,210 in 1926 the valua- 
tion was reduced to $3,693,000 
with the tax levy $7389.00 in 1932 
the valuation used was $3,589,100 
and the tax levy $7187.00 so that it 
is seen that there has been a dir- 
ect saving to the ratepayers to 
date since 1921 of $3023.00. If the 
appeal of the Council is successful 
against the valuations used for the 
new assessment made in 1932 then 
the total assessed value of the 
lands in the Municipality would be 
approximately $2,357,220 and the 
levy at 2 mills on the dollar would 
yield $4715.00 a saving since 1921 


of $5,495.00 or practically 54 per 
cent. 
Only tive cases of notifiable 


diseases were reported in the Mun- 
icipality during the year just past. 
Three of these were’ chicken pox 
and the other two were measles. 
Possibly a greater number of cases 
than those reported existed but re- 
sidents failed to notify the doctor 
hence no report was submitted to 
the Municipality. Each year we 
have tried to emphasise the neces- 
sity for treating communicable dis-

Proof is found on referr- 
ing to the amounts collected for 
Municipal taxes alone in 1932 as 
against 1931. In 1932 collections 
were approximately $38,000 greater 
than in the preceeding year. When

erage of one third lower in 1932 
tnan in 1931 this showing is very 
creditable. This showing was re- 
fected throughout in the other 
taxes which are collected by the 
Council. A word of thanks is 
therefore due to those who have 
made the effort to pay their taxes 
or at least some portion of them. 
It that same spirit will continue 
there is not any doubt in my mind 
but that we will be able to carry 
on our Municipal business to the 
greatest advantage of all. An effort 
was made by the Counci in the 
fall to collect taxes through  dis- 
tress proceedings. On commencing 
this action we found that a goodly 
number of the ratepayers had con- 
tracted to give the vendors one 
third of their crop as payment on 
their land contracts and to insist 
on taking this share and defeating 
the ratepayers of any induce- 
nients offered by these vendors or 
to try and take some part of the 
crop in addition to the third 
which was being given voluntary 
looked like bad business to the 

Jouncil. It was consequently decid- 
ed to write each ratepayer liable 
to have distress proceedings com- 
menced asking them to pay some- 
thing on their taxes. A minimum 
of one quarter of the gross amount 
due was set. The response to this 
method of collection was gratifying 
to the Council. 

Finding that caveats filed 
against lands were dragging from 
year to year the Council decided to 
put on a tax sale of lands which 
had had caveats registered against 
them in the year 1928 or previous 
years. Tax Sale was called for 
November and a number of parcels 
were offered for sale. Only sonie 
12 lots were sold at the sale; no 
farm lands being sold. 

Learning that it was the inten- 
tion of the C P RCo. to remove 
the agent from the Namaka station 
an appeal was made to the Board 
of Railway Comissioners for Can- 
ada with a view to having the 
Company reconsider thelr decision. 
For a time the council thought that 
they had been successful in their 
efforts only to learn at a later date 
that the agent at Namaka had been 
removed. Incidentally the Council 


were successful in having repre- 
sentation of the Railway Company 
re-established temporarily at the 
Cheadle station. 

As a measure of relief for those 
who cannot afford to buy as much 
coal as they would like, the Coun- 
cil obtained a permit to cut’ dry 
wood on Jand in 1, 2 and 12-22-25- 
W4. This permit was tor tirewooa 
purposes only. On application of a 
resident of the Municipality who 
had not any wood on his own farm 
which could be used for tirewood 
a permit would be issued autlioriz- 
ing the resident to cut wood from 
off the land covered by the Munici- 
pal wood permit, That this has 
worked out satisfactory is shown 
by the number of applications re- 
ceived for permission to cut wood. 
For the information of those who 
have not had a permit I would like 
them to know just where the land 
reterred to is situated. It is down 
in the South East corner of the 
District within a mile of the Indian 
Reserve, 

Again in 1932 the Municipality 
took soiiie part in the distribution 
of coal requiyed in the District. 
Under this arrangement coal 
would be shipped in in car load 
lots after we had received suffic- 
ient orders to make up a car load 
and the coal would be sold at cost 
to the ratepayers. All the way 
through the past year this arrang- 
ment seems to have worked satis- 
factory. A total of 35 cars were 
shipped in to the Municipality in 
1983. 

Sending the Strathmore Stand- 
ard to ratepayers was discontinued 
in 1982, Now, due to the sleet 
storm of last April wrecking the 
telephone system, it is possible 
that you would like the Council to 
re-establish this service. Your opin- 
ion would be appreciated. 

The financial statement of the 
Municipality for the year past haa 
been in your hands for some time 
past and you have had time to go 
over it at your leisure. It is I be 
lieve self explanatory and needs no 
additional comment from me _ ex- 
cept to observe that wé are decid- 
edly fortunate in having a larger 
balance by about $2,000 on hand at 
the end of the year inthe Munici- 


pal Account. Owing to the abnor- 
mal increase in the detailed work 


in the office this past year it was 
physically impossible to get the 
statement ready for distribution at 
an eurlier date.. 

From the press you will have 
read of the proposed larger Munici- 
pal Units and no doubt will have 
your own opinion on the merits or 
otherwise of the scheme. Expres- 
sing the view of the Council I am 
of the opinion that the change sug- 
gested is ill-timed, dangerous and 
unworkable with the personel! 
outlined. Briefly the proposal is to 
disorganize the present Municipal 
Districts and consolidate them in- 
to larger units comprising approx- 
imately five to eight of the pre- 
sent Municipalities. uo govern 
this larger area it is proposed to 
have the same Municipa) Act, the 
same o1 nearly so the same num- 
ber of Councillors with the pos- 
sible exception that the Reeve may 
be elected by the electors at large 
in place of by the Council, and the 
office staff would consist of three, 
a Secretary, an Assessor Collector 
and a stenographer. The proposal 
is ill-timed when it is rememberec 
that the Municipalities of the Pro- 
vince as a whole are in good finan- 
cial standing, in fact it is admitted 
by the Provincial Premier himself 
that the Alberta Municipalities are 
equal to any in the Dominion of 
Canada. Danger in the scheme is 
foreseen in the possibility of in- 
creased taxation by the fact that 
the control is apt to be farther re- 
moved from direct contact with the 
residents mainly affetted and by 
the thougit that uffMately some 
burdens presently borne by the 
Province may be shifted to the 
shoulders of the larger units. The 
area in which this District is situat- 
ed is said to contain some 1500 
square miles with a total popula- 
tion of about 10,000, the density of 
population being close to 7 per- 
sons to the square mile, 

I wish to extend my _ sincere 
thanks to the ratepayers and the 
members of the Council) for their 
assistance and efforts in carrying 
on the business of the Municipal- 
ity during the past year.
